Men of England, whoſe Day is over, and whoſe Time 
is paſſed away from you, and you are now left as Men in 
Deſolation and Darkneſs : You had a large Day and Time to have 
done good, and-to have anſwered God's Requirings of you, 
and-yovr Engagements to him, and ſo to have laid up Treaſure 
with God againſt the Evil Day, which is come from far upon 
you; and you had a large time, and a great Power in your Day, 
to have made you Friends of the Unrighteous Mammor, by doing 
Juſtly, and ſhewing Mercy therein; that ſo you might have had 
a Habitation in the Day of Adverſity : And in your Day the Hea- 
vens were fair, and the Son gave yow his Light 3; ſhining upon 
you through many Clouds that ſeemed to ariſe, over which he ſent 
you Light; that in his Light you might have walked and ſeen 
Light ; and his Viſitations and Rilings towards you was often, and 
his Appearance was lovely towards you ; even as a calm Sun-ſhine 
after a ſtormy Tempeſt, and as warm Clearneſs after Rain, to the 
foftning of the Earth, and to make it Fruitful, that he might

Then you dayly waxed Fat, and Fulneſs encreaſed, and Pride 
gendred into your Hearts, and you grew wanton, and kicked a- 
eainſt him that bore you, and made light of his P2icks in pour 
Conſciences : Thus was. your Ear ſtop'd towards God, and you 
wholly loſt from all that he might ſpeak unto you 'in Spirit, or 
Counſel, or Fear ;.and from-the Way of his Teaching and Re- 
p1 oof you was utterly gone, and had removed, your Hearts far a- 
way from hearing his Voice; for youthad filled them with' Pride 
and vain Glory, and your ynjuſt Gain had made many'of them 
even as. the nether A£l-Strone, ſo you became unmoveable in your

Then did tlie Lord raiſe up Signs and Wonders among you,. if 
by any means he might appear as one to be feared or obſerved by 
., you : And he ſiript his Childzen naked and-feat them among

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you ; and ſome he cloathed in Sack Tloath, as mouring over 
you; And [ſome with alhes upon their. Heads he ſeat. ints 
your Afſemblies'of Worſhips, and your Aſſemblies in-your Feaſts, 
and of your Faſts, which was-all Abominable to him, while you 
walked in your own Ways, and would not hear his Voice; but 
theſe you uſed worſe-than formerly, and your Rage encreaſed in 
Stocking, Beating, Whipping, - and Impriſoning, until the 'Crp of

And the Juſt Lord. is now ſeen; in the midſt of you, and which * 
of you is able to ſtand before Him ia Judgment, or to Condema 
Him in the thing he: hath-done; and Captivity is taken Captive 
before Him ; and you that did Impriſon, are impriſoned ; and 
you that ſought to make your'ſelves dreadful by Oppreſſion, now. 
knows not where to hide your ſelves from the mighty Day that's 
coming upon you from the God of the whole Earth. 

And now-this is the Word of the. Lord to you,, all you Sturdy 
Oaks, and Tall Fruitleſs Trees, whom the Wind of the Fierce

And now for 
this he is come near you at laſt to Judgment, and he hath brought 
near'his Righteouſneſs, that you might ſee it, and lay.hold oa it, 
and make Peace therewith now at laſt for your Souls, that you 
may be ſaved, and your Return muſt be firſt to that'Spirit againſt 
whom you have Sinned, there to make Peace, | 
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And now ſpend not your-time in vain Talks, and vain Pra- 
Riſes, and ſo till ſerve "that Evil Spirit that hath all along be- 
trayed you of your Obedience to God z but wait to feel that Spi- 
rit which calls you to mourn a part, every one. for the Evils of 
his own Heart againſt his God, and let that be minded which 
leads to Repentance towards God firſt ; that if by any means you 
may find a place for Repentance, which will be hard for many of 
you todo, . you-have ſo long Diſſembled with God, and betrayed 
' his Witneſs in'you through Deceit ;, for-this is the Truth ro you 
all,” If you-find-that fromthe Lordin Spirit, that will let you ſee 
- the Evils of Ptovocation, and give you Power to put it off, what- 
ever it be, you will find favour with God therein for your Souls; 
but if you find not; that Spirit, you will fiad ſmall Peace with 

God, -and then-that which Men'can do for you will be little a- 
vailable; for it-is- for want of *Hearing and Obedience towards 
God, that all this Evil is come upon you ; which muſt be turned 
to, cer it can be taken Everlaſtingly off; for if you had harkned 
to his Light in your Conſciences, and his Word had had a Place 
in your Hearts to Obedience, when you was yet tender, then 
would it have -kept you in his Fear ; ſo that you durſt not have

FF IOD hath in theſe Nations a People gathered by himſelf -ig- 
to his Light, who are known to himſelf better than- to 

Men, and therefore have we ſuffered by Men under all the Powers 
-that have riſeaia this Nation, ever fince God called vs towards 
himſelf by his Eternal Light and Spirit; and though we receive 
not our Laws from Man yet are we not without Law as to our 
God, but have one Law-giver, even Chriſt Jeſus our Lord, our 
'Life, and our Head, blefled over all: And from his Laws we 
may not depart; and by his Law in our Conſcience, and the 
Power of his Spirit ia our Hearts, are we ordered and guided to 
walk Holily towards our God, and Harmlefsly towards Men, as 
the Saints of Old witneſſed in Scripture, however they be mind- 
ed towards us; and by the Virtue of the Lamb, and not of Fleſh 
and Blood, are we made to give our Goods to the Spoil, and our 
Bodies to the Tortures' of Cruel Men, ratber than defile our 
Conſciences, or Sin againſt any one of the leaſt of the Commands 
of our Lord and Law-giver Chriſt Jeſus; who by the Light of 
his Eternal Spirit, doth dayly _ us out of the Evils and Vas

Nation, but by the Wills of Crucl Men, and as a Prey to every

rance, but have dealt Treacherouſly with us, and the Lord whom 
we ſerve hath ſeen it, and reproved it, and yet we are not ſet 
free; but at this Day we live in the Account of the rude and 
envious People, as a People appointed to Death and Deſolation, 
and the whole Body of Ungodlineſs, and Rage of Wickedneſs is 
upon us daily, and with Cruelty falls upon us in our Perſons and 
Eſtates, and our Peaceable Meetings to Worſhip the living God. 
And as to all theſe things, we are laid as the Mire in the Street, 
for every rude Boy to run over, and we' have not found help from 
Man, as to all the Powers that have been till this Day ſince we 
were a People ; nor do we ſpeak this becauſe we look for help 
from Man ; nor indeed can we expe&t that from Men, until Men” 
own the ſame Principle of God to Rule in them to which we are

And now,:O King; as we have: beea'moved of the Lord in 
Bowels of Love, and with much Plainneſs of Speech (after the - 
Spirit of Truth, and. not with vain Complemeats) to lay theſe 
things before all the ſeveral Powers that have riſei- hitherto, 
with ſeveral other Evils which our God hath fent us to teſtifie 
againſt, (both in Rulers, Teachers, and People) ſo we have done, 
and for that we have ſuffered alſo for a Witaeſs agaiaſt them, as 
it is at this Day : So the ſame God hath now after a while” put 
iato our Hearts to lay theſe-thiags before thee (O King) that 
thou mayſt not be Ignorant to what we are called, and for what 
we Suffer : And in this we rejoice, That we feel love to thy 
Soul even while weare thus doing; and if many ſhould be.moved 

hereto of God, take heed of being wearied therewith, nor count 
it Clamour, or Trouble, as they that was before thee did, and 
ſo let np Prejudice and Evil Thoughts in their own Hearts againſt 
the Innocent; for this we ſay unto thee, and affirm in the Name 
of our God, that the more any are (truly) moved by the-Eternal 
Spirit to warn thee of theſe Things, (or any other Evils that 
may any way grieve his.

"Wherefore, O King, ſeek the Fear of the Lord, and not 
Pleaſure, do Juſtice and Judgment in this thy Day, Relieve the 
Helpleſs Oppreſſed, and break the Yoak of Bondage that lies 
upon the Poor, and bring Judgmeat into the Gates, and s "a : 
uſtice 
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Juſtice be ſold,; leaſt the Meck of the Earth Cry to God againſt 
thee : Verily God is nearer this Nation to-avenge than many can 
believe; thongh ke hath done Wonders in this Generation that 
many Generations have not ſeen, 'and he is trying all Sorts of 
People with the Teſtimony of his Appearance ; Bleſſed are they 
whoſe Eye is open to diſcern the Signs of the Times, for a Work 
is God working in the Earth,” and he- will cut it ſhort in Righte- 
ouſneſs for 'his Ele& ſake, which Daily hath waited upon Him 
that-is Bleſſed for ever. | |

T*Here is nothing dear and precious to me in this World, 
butGod's Truth, and his Life of Righteouſneſs; for which 
I have forſaken all the World, and whatever was dear to 
' * me therein, I have hated and counted it as an Enemy, that I 
might obtain Chriſt, the Fountain and Spring of that Eternal 
Life of Truth, the Beauty whereof 1 cannot expreſs, as I ſee ir 
} and feel it: The Lovelineſs thereof to my Soul hath ſo dearly 
united my Spirit to all that bear theImage and Life of it, thar 
there can be no Separation, but my Life ſuffers thereby; and 
I can truly ſay, that there is no other thing whatſoever that 
can unite me, as one with any Creature living, but this Image 
and Life, where I ſee it born up, or breathing to Life; butin 
whomſoever it be (without reſpect of Perſons) that I ſee the- 
leaſt appearance of this Seed of Life is, I can (by that Power 
of Love the Father hath begotten in me) lay down my Life 
to ſerve for the Sced's ſake. And wherein I have come ſhort 
of this formerly, and have reſpe&ed the High, more than ſtood 
only in this Seed, I have been judged of the Lord, and my evil 
Thoughts therein condemned; yea, and I do condemn them

Love; to Tiffer, but not to a& Strife and Violeace; and have 
denied that Spirit, not. to be of the Lamb, but an Enemy to 
him, tho” the Creature may not know it, bat may think it is 
doing God ſervice; it being got above the ſuffering Seed in 
themſelves, would ſcatter and devour 1t in others: And this 
Spirit the Lord hath ſhewed me, and its end, and hath re- 
deemed me from it by the Spirit of the Lamb; andlI ſhall never 
join, as Head or Tail, therewith; but ſhall earneſtly pray to 
the Father, that a deep Search of Truth may ſeriouſly paſs 
through the Hearts and Reins of all Contenders, that all that

ſtrengthen me, that nothing of Shame, Loſs, or Reproach, ſhall 
ever be too hard to take up for the advancement thereof, as 
God ſhall ſhew and lead me therein, without whom I dare do 
nothing, leſt Ideny his Work, or confound it with my own, 

And concerning you, the tender Plants of my Father, who 
have ſuffered through me, or with me, in what the Lord hath 
done with me, in this time of great Tryal and Temptation 
the Almighty God of Love, who hath numbred every Sigh, and 
put every Tear in his Bottle, Reward it a Thouſand-fold into 
your Boſoms, in the Day of your need, when you ſhall come to be 
tryed and tempted; and in the mean time fulfil your Joy with 
his Love, which you ſeek after. The Lord knows, it was ne- 
ver in my Heart to cauſe-you to mourn, whoſe Sufferings is my 
greateſt Sorrow, that ever yet came upon me, for you are in- 
nocent herein: But the Envious One hath taken his advantage, 
which the Lord will turn to his diſadvantage, and.utter ruine 
in many Souls; and in this believing, is all my reſt, in my great 
trouble of heart, concerning you or my ſelf; and in Patience I 
wait to ſee it, when the Man of Sin hath had his time, to be 
revealed. For I have ſeen the good Hand of God all along 
working init; whoſe End is good to all that love him,elſe had 
1 been deſtroy'd e're this, ſuch hath been the Violence of the 
Enemy of my Soul: But he hath numbred my Hairs, and not 
left me in the Fire or Water; when none elſe was with me, 
thou wert my Comforter. O that I may never hide thy Praiſe, 
by covering my Sin or Shame! God forbid. 

By a way unexpected did the Lord open a way to declare 
theſe Words, all other means of writing being taken from me. 
Bleſſed be He, on whom I wait further to ſee his Will, that 1 
may do or ſuffer it.

In Relation to hunſe 


' AN S for thy Charge againſt F. N. through the Everlaſting 
A Mercy of my God, I have yet a Being amongſt the Li- 
ving, and breathe to anſwer for my ſelf, though againſt the 
latents of many Bloody Cruel Spirits, who purſued my Sout 
unto Death (as much as in them lay) in that Day of my Ca- 
lamity, when my Adverſary was above; and wherein I was 
made as a Sign to a BackſlidingGeneration, who then would 
not ſee nor hear what now 1s _ upon them, but rejoiced 
againſt this piece of Duſt, and had little pity towards him 
that was fallen into their Hands;. wherein God was juſt, in 
giving me up for my Diſobedience for a little moment, as a 
Father to corre; yet ſhould not they have ſought to ag- 
gravate things againſt me, as thou doſt : For it was a Day 
of deep Diſtreſs, and lay fore upon my Soul; and the piti- 
fulGod ſaw it, who, though he was a little diſpleaſed, yet his 
Thoughts was not to caſt off for ever, [but extend Mercy] as 
it is at this Day : Glory be to his Name from my deliver'd 
Soul eternally. 

And in that Day there was many Spirits flock'd about me; 
and ſome whom, while my Candle ſhone upon my Head, I 
ever judged, and kept out from me; who then got up, and- 
ated and ſpoke ſeveral things, not in the Light and Truth 
of God; by which they who ſought occaſion 4 me, 
then. was ſtrengthned to afflict this Body ; and he that 
watches for Evil in thee, and ſome others, makes uſe of ſtill, 
againſt God's Truth and Innocent People ; whoſe Mouths 
the God of my Mercy ſtop, and ſo finiſh the Trouble of my. 
Heart, as to that thing. For my Soul hath long dwelt among, 
Lions, even among them that are ſet on Fire, whoſe Teeth. 
are Spears and Arrows, and their Tongues a ſharp Sword, 
ſpeaking miſchievous things to ſhed Blood. 

But O Man, or Men, whatever you be, whoſe Work it ts- 
to gather together the Failings of. God's Peaple in Time of 

: _ Temptation, 
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Temptation, or Night of their Tryal, and aggravate them, 
and add thereto the Wickedneſs and miſchievous Lyes of your 
own Heayts, -as thou'haſt done in thy Book, and then come 
out with thoſe againſt God's Everlaſting Holy Truth, it to 
A I ſay, you are ſet to work by an Evil Spirit ; 
and you do but ſhew your ſelves to be Enemies to God and 
his Children : And it is our Sorrow that any of us ſhould 
give ſuch Spirits occaſion to blaſpheme ; and it hath been 
'Crouble of Soul to all the People of God, that have ever 
loved Righteouſneſs, when they have thus occaſioned the 
Joy of the Wicked, or to feed that Man that watches for Ini- 
quity, and feeds on Miſchief. Yet know this, you that are 
of that Brood, God will not caſt off his People, though he be 
ſometimes provoked to correCt them, even before their Ad- 
verſaries, (which is a Sign to them;) yet is his Anger but 
for a moment, and his Favour ſhall return as Streams of 
Life. Then ſhall the Food be taken out of the Mouth of the 
Viper, and the Prey from between the Teeth of the Devour- 
ers; and God ſhall feed them with their own Vomit; and 
the Poyſon, that hath long lain under their Tongues, ſhall be 
bitter in their own wie, Thus will God certainly plead 
with Zion's Enemies, as he bends her Sons for himſelf, and 
God will make up her Breaches. And this hath my Soul 
ſeen, Facob's Captivity reſtored, and the Diggers of the Pit 
are fallen therein : Neither hath he ſmitten him, as he 
{ſmote them that ſmote him; or is he lain, according to the 
Slaughter of them that are ſlain by him ; but this is all his 
Fruit, to purge away his Sin. 

So he that had long waited for my failing, then got ad- 
_ vantage againſt me; yet had I then Power to bear his ut- 
moſt Envy, through Chriſt Jeſus, whom I then confeſſed 
before Men, who then was my ſupport in all, and under 
all, and who is over all, bleſſed for ever, of all who have 
proved him in the depth.

But this, and ſeveral other falſe 
things thou haſt written in thy Book, of which I am clear 
before the Lord, ſo they touch me not at all; nor ſhall I 
here mention them againſt thee in particular: But to God 
alone I look, in his time, to be cleared from all Offences in 
his ſight, who only knows my Heart in this thing; in whoſe 
Preſeace I can ſay, that nothing is more odions and bur- 
thenſome to my Soul, than that any of that Glory or Wor- 
ſhip, which belongs to God or to Chriſt, ſhould be given to 
Fleſh and Blood, in my ſelf or others: And how it was 
with me at that Day, many talk of, but few knows; ſo the 
Judgment of ſuch 1 bear: Deſiring, that none in Judging 
me, might have Condemned themſelves in God's ſight, whoſe 
Counſels are a great Deep, and the End of his Works paſt 
finding out, tilt he himſelf reveal them; but in the End he 
will be juſtified of all, and in all he doth, that all Fleſh may 
be filent before him. 

And however my ſelf, or any others, may' be left. to 
themſelves, to be tryed in the Night; yea, ſhould any ut- 
terly fall, or whatever may be ated by any Man or Wo- 
man, that 1s not juſtifiable in God's fight; yet in'vain doſt 
thou, or you, gather up Sin, or watch for Iniquity, to caſt 
upon the Light, which Condemns it in every Enlightned 
Confcience, and there will clear himſelf to be no Author 
nor Actor therein: And I know by the Spirit of Jeſus, 
which I have received, and which worketh in me, that this 
is not his Work, nor his Seed, nor in him that loves thy 
Enemies, thou art not, but the old Accuſer of the Brethren 
it is that worketh-ftrongly in thee; andtinthe Tight which 
thou Reproaches, art thon ſeen to be the Man that makes 
Lyes, and carries Tales to: ſhed Blood, Ezek: 22:9, 12.
